In 1934, the bank took a lead 
im arianging a ican of £500,000 
with Lloyds Bank for consolid- 
ating the short term debts of the 
Jewish Agency. Subseqquently 
it set out to increase its own paid- 
up capital, no longer with the 
help of its parent company, but 
by a regular issue of preference 
shares (£250,000, im 1935) and 
non-voting A ordinary shares 
(£310,000, im 1936). Both issues 
met with success and brought 
the bank and the Jewish, Colo- 
nial Trust considerable premiums. 
By the end of 1936, the bank's 
paid-up capital with open reser- 
ves had reached £1,078,000. In 
addition, substantial sums were 
being set aside from profits as 
hidden reserves. 

This strengthening of the 
banks own means became both 
possible and imperative as 4 re- 
sult of new developments in the 
country’s economy at the begin- 
ing of the ‘thirties.
